PROGRESS  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Africa,  “the  dark  continent,”  is 
rapidly  becoming  an  “enlightened 
continent, ’’thanks  largely  to  British 
rule  and  influence.  A decade  ago 
that  part  of  Africa,  known  as 
Egyt,  was  in  a parlous  state,  and 
the  Khedive  was  on  the  verge  of 
bankruptcy.  Then  the  British 
Government,  through  the  able 
management  of  Lord  Cromer,  took 
hold  of  the  finances,  and  assisted 
the  Khedive  to  bring  order  out  of 
chaos.  The  result  is  very  gratify- 
ing ; things  are  flourishing  to  a 
remarkable  extent,  and  the  people 
are  contented  and  prospering. 
Instead  of  a large  debt  overhang- 
ing the  country,  there  is  a large 
surplus. 

The  Soudan,  too,  has  been 
rid  of  marauding  bands  and  peace 
and  quietness  reign  there.  Things 
are  moving  along  smoothly  and 
progressively.  A remarkable  en- 
gineering feat  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  construction  of  the 
Assouan  Dam  and  Barrage,  there- 
by adding  enormously  to  the  area 
of  crop-bearing  land. 

And  when  we  turn  to  what  is 
known  as  “South  Africa,”  we  find 
that,  although  the  war  caused 
much  desolation  and  loss,  things 
are  rapidly  righting  themselves  and 
much  progress  is  being  made. 


As  an  instance  of  the  energy  and 
push  that  is  being  shown  we  learn 
from  the  Empire  Revieiv  that  an 
exceptionally  powerful  steam  crane 
excavator  has  just  been  acquired 
by  the  Cape  Government  for  use 
in  the  Thebus  irrigation  works. 
India  and  South  Africa  have  both 
familiarized  us  with  the  marvellous 
rapidity  of  excavation  works 
carried  out  by  native  labour  organ* 
ized  under  European  control,  but 
the  best  achievements  of  manual 
labour  sink  into  a second  place 
beside  the  capabilities  of  this  giant 
steam  shovel.  The  new  crane> 
which  was  built  by  Messrs.  John 
H.  Wilson  and  Company  (Limited) 
of  Liverpool,  will  fill  ioo  to  200 
tour-yard  waggons  — containing, 
say,  from  400  to  800  cubic  yards  of 
material — in  a day  or  ten  hours. 
The  smaller  quantity  relates  to 
hard  material  and  the  larger  to  soft 
material.  From  fifty  to  sixty 
complete  operations — scooping  a 
bucketful  of  material  and  dipping 
it  into  the  wagon — can  be  per- 
formed in  an  hour.  It  is  obvious 
that  where  native  labour  is  scarce 
and  white  labour  is  dear,  the  use  of 
such  capable  appliances  as  this  will 
greatly  accelerate,  as  well  as  lower 
the  cost  of,  those  irrigation  works 
whose  early  completion  is  so  vital 
to  the  agricultural  progress  of  the 
Colony.  This  is  typical  of  what 
is  being  done  in  other  ways  to  im- 
prove South  Africa.

SPECIAL  TAXATION  FOR 

DEPARTMENT  STORES. 

The  Ontario  Legislature  have 
at  last  recognized  the  claims  made 
by  our  Association.  Nothing  is 
more  truthful  than  the  old  saying» 
“ Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty,”  and  the  truthfulness  of 
this  claim  has  been  fully  demon- 
strated in  the  results  just  accom- 
plished through  the  untiring  efforts 
that  our  Association  has  put  forth 
during  the  past  seven  years  in  en- 
deavoring to  call  the  attention  of 
our  legislators  to  the  fact  that 
department  stores  should  pay  an 
additional  rate  of  taxation  to  that 
paid  by  specialists  and  single  line 
dealers. 

In  the  Municipal  Taxation  Bill 
a clause  has  just  been  incorporated 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

“ Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  what  is  known  as  a 
departmental  store  or  of  a retail 
merchant  dea4ing  in  more  than  five 
branches  of  retail  trade  or  business 


in  the  same  premises  or  in  separate 
departments  of  premises  under  one 
roof,  or  in  connected  premises, 
where  the  assessed  value  of  the 
premises  exceeds  $20,000,  for  a 
sum  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  said  land  and 
premises  in  addition  to  the  full 
assessment  of  such  land  and 
premises.” 

Every  department  store  there- 
fore in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
which  is  assessed  for  more  than 
$20,000  will  pay  double  what  single 
line  retail  merchants  will  pay  in 
cities  of  fifty  thousand  or  over. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  this  Province  when  the  Legisla- 
ture has  recognized  thatdepartment 
stores  require  special  legislation  and 
that  they  must  be  dealt  with  as  a 
separate  class  and  taxed  higher 
than  specialists.  This  has  been  the 
contention  of  the  great  body  of  en- 
lightened retail  merchants  all  over 
this  Dominion  for  some  years  past 
and  especially  by  those  who  have 
studied  the  departmental  store 
problem.  We  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  calling  the  attention  of 
our  Legislators  to  the  fact  and  they 
have  recognized  our  claims.  It  is 
a victory  that  h is  been  won  by 
constant  effort  and  untiring  appli- 
cation and  every  member  of  our 
Association  who  has  stood  by  the 
officials  and  who  have  sustained 
them  in  their  efforts,  should  be 
congratulated  on  seeing  the  first 
step  taken  by  our  Provincial 
Government  in  recognition  of  our 
cause. 

When  the  Bill  was  before  the 
Committee  an  effort  was  made  by 
the  solicitors  for  the  department 
stores  to  have  the  rate  reduced 
equal  to  that  of  single  line  mer- 
chants throughout  the  Province 
and  the  general  feeling  was  that  it 
should  be  increased  rather  than 
decreased,  and  the  bill  stood  as 
originally  drafted. 

This  is  the  first  step  in  the  di- 
rection of  proper  legal  regulation 
for  department  stores  whose  efforts 
are  directed  in  an  attempt  to 


destroy  the  trade  and  business  of 
men  who  are  endeavoring  to  carry 
on  the  legitimate  trade  upon  which 
they  have  learned  and  spent  the 
best  years  of  their  life  in. 

Good  healthy^  competition  that 
is  conducted  with  proper  motives 
should  always  be  encouraged,  as  it 
stimulates  energy,  and  brings  out 
the  highest  attainments  of  the 
human  mind,  but  competition  that 
is  inaugurated  with  the  prime 
motive  of  destroying  your  opponent 
and  then  creating  a monopoly  for 
selfish  purposes,  and  public  incon- 
venience, should  be  prevented  by 
proper  legal  enactments. 

In  Toronto  with  a population  of 
about  a quarter  of  a million  people, 
the  Dry  goods  business  is  almost 
wholly  controlled  by  three  firms, 
two  of  which  are  large  department 
stores  This  trade  has  been  cap- 
tured from  the  single  line  ex- 
perienced dry  goods  merchant  and 
there  is  only  one  general  dry  goods 
store  left,  that  of  John  Catto  & Co. 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  There 
are  a few  in  the  outlying  districts 
and  suburbs,  and  with  these  few 
exceptions  the  department  stores 
have  practically  taken  the  exclusive 
franchise  for  supplying  the  dry 
good  needs  of  this  great  city,  a 
privilege  of  more  value  than  that 
of  the  combined  franchises  of  the 
Street  Railway,  Electric  Light  and 
Telephone.  If  the  argument  is 
sound  that  the  three  latter  com- 
panies should  pay  something  into 
the  City  Treasury  for  the  privileges 
they  enjoy  in  addition  to  paying 
their  proper  share  of  taxation 
why  should  not  department  stores 
pay  their  fair  share  of  taxation 
when  they  have  taken  a public  fran- 
chise for  which  they  pay  nothing. 

The  reduced  value  of  retail  real 
estate,  and  the  reduced  yearly 
earnings  of  the  merchants  caused 
by  depirtment  store  methods  are 
subjects  that  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  Legislators  and 
Municipal  Councillors,  and  we 
must  again  congratulate  ourselves 
that  at  last  we  have  succeeded  in 
having  our  contention  recognized

LEGISLATION  TO  REGULATE 
THE  LOCATION  OF  RETAIL 
STORES. 


A bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Davis, 
M.P.P.,  to  amend  the  Municipal 
Act,  received  its  final  reading. 

Clause  10  in  the  Bill  is  as  fol- 
lows : — 

10.  The  Consolidated  Municipal 
Act , 1903,  is  amended  by  inserting 
therein  the  following  as  section 

541  a-— 

541  a.  The  councils  of  cities  and 
towns  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered by  a two-thirds  majority 
of  the  whole  council  to  pass  and 
enforce  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  expedient ; 

{a)  To  regulate  and  limit  the 
distance  at  which  build- 
ingson  residential  streets 
shall  be  built  from  the 
line  of  the  street  in  front 
thereof ; such  distance 
may  be  varied  upon 
different  streets  or  in 
different  parts  of  the 
same  street. 

( b ) To  prevent,  regulate  and 
control  the  location  and 
erection  and  use  of  build- 
ings for  laundries,  but- 
cher shops,  stores  and 
manufactories. 

The  location,  erection,  con- 
struction or  use  of  any  buildings  in 
contravention  of  any  such  by-law 
may,  in  addition  to  any  other 
remedy  provided  by  law,  be  re- 
strained by  action  at  the  instance 
of  the  municipality  passing  such 
by-law  ; 

Provided  that  this  section  shall 


not  apply  to  any  buildings  now 
erected  or  used  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  so  long  as  they 
continue  to  be  used  as  at  present.

HIDING  THEIR  LIGHT. 

If  some  manufacturers  only 
knew  how  little  their  wares  were 
known  among  the  retail  trade  of 
the  Dominion,  they  would  not  be 
surprised  at  their  limited  volume 
of  trade. 

Only  last  week  a number  of  re- 
tail merchants,  who  were  having 
an  informal  conversation  before 
their  meeting  opened,  remarked 
that  they  were  surprised  to  find 
the  addresses  of  manufacturers  in 
the  advertising  columns  of  their 
official  organ  whom  they  had 
never  heard  of  before,  and  some 
who  made  goods  that  they  never 
suspected  were  made  in  Canada. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  Every 
manufacturer  who  invests  his 
money  in  machinery,  engages  his 
workmen  to  make  articles  and  de- 
votes his  time  to  the  development 
of  his  business,  should  not  hide 
his  light  under  a bushel.  He  may 
say  that  he  can  always  sell  more 
goods  than  he  can  manufacture. 
This  condition  may  apply  to-day 
but  what  about  to-morrow  ? 

This  is  an  age  of  rapid  evolu- 
tion, an  age  when  the  printing 
press  is  the  guiding  star  of  com- 
merce, and  the  manufacturer  whose 
name  is  constantly  in  front  of  the 
buyers  is  the  one  who  is  forging 
ahead.  If  he  dropped  his  name 
from  the  public  records,  it  would 
be  equivalent  to  having  his  wares 
very  shortly  removed  from  the  re- 
tail counters.  Every  successful 
manufacturer  that  the  world  has 
ever  known  has  had  his  name 
placed  prominently  before  the 
retail  trade  and  kept  it  there 
until  he  retired  from  active  opera- 
tions. Who  is  there,  the  world 
over,  who  has  not  heard  of  Keen’s 
Mustard,  Lee  & Perrins’  Sauce, 
Sunlight  Soap,  National  Cash 
Registers,  Gillet’s  Magic  Baking 


Powder,  Dr.  Pierce’s  Golden  Medi- 
cal Discovery,  and  a large  number 
of  other  articles  made  by  promi- 
nent world  famed  makers  ? When 
these  men  cease  to  advertise  they 
will  cease  to  live,  because  they 
know  that  the  only  way  to  create 
a demand  for  their  wares  is  to  let 
the  people  know  what  they  make. 
To  advertise  successfully  means 
that  a certain  percentage  of  each 
year’s  profits  must  be  laid  aside  for 
advertising  purposes,  or  even  be- 
fore profits  are  earned,  a certain 
sum  out  of  capital  account  must  be 
invested  in  advertising  before  a 
successful  business  can  be  assured. 
Circulars  and  catalogues  are  use- 
ful and  necessary,  but  they  lack 
the  influence  that  a trade  or  an 
association  journal  lends  when  it 
commends  the  wares  of  the  manu- 
facturers, and  to  depend  therefore 
on  catalogues  or  circulars  to  arouse 
interest  among  the  retailers,  is  a 
slow  and  tedious  process,  as  well 
as  a more  expensive  method.

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YOUR  OPINION  WANTED 

ON  THE  SYSTEM  OF  GIVING 

Premiums,  Prizes  and  Coupons. 

Should  premiums,  prizes,  cou- 
pons, trading  stamps,  cash  register 
checks,  or  any  other  device  be 
given  away  with  merchandise  of 
any  sort,  either  by  the  manufac- 
turer, wholesaler  or  the  retailer  ? 

It  is  a somewhat  exhaustive  sub- 
ject if  we  follow  it  through  all  its 
bearings,  and  much  can  be  said  on 
both  sides  of  the  question.  Those 
who  support  the  giving  of  any  of 
the  above  inducements  must  sup- 
port the  principle  that  is  behind 
the  plan,  as  they  are  all  based  up- 
on the  same  premises.  The  under- 
lying  principle  claimed  by  the  ad- 
vocates of  premiums,  etc.,  is  that 
they  attract  customers  who  are 
looking  for  something  for  nothing, 
and  inasmuch  as  some  customers 
are  attracted  by  this  means,  goods 
are  therefore  sold  that  would  not 
otherwise  be  sold,  especially  as  a 
large  number,  who  once  they  begin 
to  save  up  a certain  kind  of  ticket, 
keep  on  buying  the  same  class  of 
goods  until  they  either  get  tired  of 
saving  the  tickets,  or  until  they  ob- 
tain the  coveted  prize. 

Prizes  at  one  time  such  as  chains 
rings,  watches  and  other  articles 
used  to  be  placed  in  certain  manu- 
facturers’ packages,  and  customers 
were  thereby  attracted  in  the  hope 
that  they  might  secure  something 
of  great  value.  The  Legislature, 
however,  stepped  in  and  formed  a 
law  placing  all  such  practices  un- 
der the  lottery  act  and  making  it 
a criminal  offence.  The  glittering 
lottery  principle  having  thereby 
received  its  death  notice,  the  pre- 
mium or  coupon  system  followed 
in  its  wake,  until  at  the  present 
time  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of 
manufacturers  and  retailers  are 
vying  with  one  another  to  see  who 
can  give  the  greatest  amount  of 
showy  goods  for  the  least  amount 
of  cost,  and  thereby  attract  by  this 
system  of  bribery  the  greatest 
number  of  customers. 


From  a lottery  the  system  has 
been  modified  and  converted  into 
bribery,  and  it  has  developed  so 
rapidly  during  the  past  few 
years,  that  conservative  manufac- 
turers and  solidly  constructed  re- 
tailers are  contemplating  on  what 
course  they  should  adopt. 

Those  who  are  opposed  to  all 
gift  schemes,  all  coupon,  premium 
or  prize  attractions,  claim  that  the 
foundation  upon  which  the  above 
system  is  built  is  entirely  wrong 
and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
abolish  it,  in  the  same  way  that  the 
lotteries  were  dealt  with,  by  apply- 
ing to  the  Legislature,  and  having 
the  Criminal  Code  amended  so  as 
to  make  it  illegal 

In  our  opinion  there  can  be  only 
one  reasonable  view  to  take  con- 
cerning the  whole  subject.  Goods 
that  are  manufactured  at  the  low- 
est possible  cost  and  made  of  the 
highest  excellence,  should  not  re- 
quire to  be  piloted  into  the  homes 
of  the  people  by  offering  them 
some  brass  jewellery  or  some  pew- 
ter metal  forks  or  spoons,  and  all 
reasonable, normal  minded  men  and 
women  should  remember,  that  no 
matter  how  cheap  the  bribe  may 
be,  whatever  it  costs  it  should  be 
applied  to  making  the  article  bet- 
ter or  selling  it  cheaper.  If  people 
want  good  breakfast  foods,  let  them 
buy  the  best  breakfast  foods,  and 
if  they  want  brass  jewellery  and 
soft  metal  knives,  the  market  is 
flooded  with  them  and  they  can  be 
purchased  at  very  little  cost. 

When  one  manufacturer  or  re- 
tailer adopts  this  plan  others  are 
forced  to  follow,  and  so  the  custom 
develops  all  the  symptoms  that  we 
are  familiar  with  in  vicious  compe- 
tition, and  each  vie  with  the  other 
as  to  how  much  trashy  furniture, 
brass  jewellery  or  metal  goods  can 
be  given  away  with  an  “ all-day- 
sucker,”  or  with  some  packages  of 
“ morning  glory  ” oatmeal. 

The  very  fact  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  give  something  away  with 
the  article  sold,  is  prima  facia  evi- 
dence that  the  article  offered  is 
not  worth  the  value  asked,  other- 


wise why  should  the  goods  be  dis- 
counted by  the  offer. 

We  have  stated  before,  and  we 
repeat  it  here,  that  wherever  you 
see  a sign,  stating  that  ‘‘Merchants 
Exchange  Tickets,”  “ Discount 
Checks,”  *•  Trading  Stamps.”  or 
“ Coupons”  of  any  sort,  are  given, 
it  is  evidence  that  the  goods  in  the 
store  are  all  marked  at  credit 
prices,  or  else  why  should  a dis- 
count or  a bribe  of  any  sort  be 
necessary  ? 

If  cash  customers  are  entitled  to 
a discount,  and  a merchant’s  goods 
are  all  marked  at  credit  prices, 
why  not  give  them  a straight  cash 
discount?  Or,  why  should  not  the 
manufacturer  reduce  his  goods  to 
the  customer  if  he  thinks  they  are 
entitled  to  something  besides  the 
goods  he  makes  ? 

Some  merchants  argue  that  the 
cash  register  tickets  or  the  “ mer- 
chant’s exchange  tickets  ” are 
given  as  discounts  for  convenience 
and  when  they  save  them  up  and 
get  a certain  number,  they  can  be 
redeemed  easily,  but  the  principle 
that  underlies  this  whole  system  is 
wrong.  If  a customer  buys  an  ar- 
ticle in  a store  that  is  marked  $i, 
the  credit  price,  and  by  paying 
cash  the  customer  is  entitled  to  5 
per  cent  off,  why  should  he  not  get 
the  five  cents  immediately  ? Why 
should  he  be  obliged  to  save  up  a 
lot  of  promissory  tickets,  taking 
the  risk  of  losing  them,  or  of  hav- 
ing them  stolen  or  destroyed  ? If 
he  is  entitled  to  five  cents  he  should 
receive  it,  and  so  also  is  every 
single  customer  who  passes  in  and 
out  of  the  store  every  day  entitled 
to  receive  it.  If  all  the  cash 
buyers  are  not  served  alike, 
and  if  a storekeeper  discri- 
minates by  only  giving  those  who 
ask  for  the  tickets  or  checks,  he 
is  guilty  of  holding  back  from 
those  customers  what  properly  be- 
longs to  them,  and  in  this  way  he 
is  unfair  and  dishonest.  In  our 
, opinion  there  can  be  only  one  way 
to  settle  this  much  vexed  question 
and  that  is  to  prepare  Legislation 
that  will  compel  every  merchant

BOARD. 


Toronto  Branch. 

A special  meeting  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  of  the  Toronto 
Branch  of  the  Retail  Merchants’ 
Association  of  Canada  was  held 
on  Wednesday  evening,  May  25th, 
in  the  board  room.  The  President, 
Mr.  S.  Corrigan,  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  legislative 
committee  was  brought  in  by  Mr. 
W.  B.  Rogers,  who  recommended 
that  the  Provincial  board  prepare 
a bill  and  submit  it  to  the  various 
branches  throughout  the  Province, 
to  amend  the  Pedlar’s  License  and 
Transient  Traders’  Act. 

The  report  of  the  municipal 
committee  was  brought  in  by  Mr. 
G.  E.  Gibbard,  who  recommended 
that  further  action  be  taken  with 
regard  to  the  charges  made  by  Mr. 
Heal  against  the  civic  waterworks 
department.

A resolution  was  unanimously 
passed  requesting  the  Board  of 
Control  to  discontinue  giving  any 
grant  to  any  public  body  for  con- 
ventions or  other  such  purposes. 

The  question  of  fire  insurance 
was  discussed  very  fully,  and  a 
large  number  of  merchants  com- 
plained of  the  increase  in  rates. 


Messrs.  Hargreaves,  Mann,  Corri- 
gan, Good  and  Trowern  were  ap- 
pointed a special  committee  to 
bring  in  a report  on  the  question, 
and  to  meet  with  similar  com- 
mittees from  other  public  bodies. 
The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Wm.  Dineen, 
reported  a great  increase  in  mem- 
bership over  last  year  up  to  the 
present  date,  and  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Branch  very  much 
more  satisfactory.  A committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  F.  C.  Hig- 
gins, Willmot,  Good  and  Guest, 
was  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  annual  excursion.

association.  He  mentioned  the 
advantage  that  the  Association 
had  been  to  them  in  local  matters, 
and  stated  that  with  few  excep- 
tions,— and  those  exceptions  they 
hoped  soon  to  have  enrolled  — 
every  retail  merchant  in  the  Twin 
Cities  belonged  to  the  Association. 
The  toast  was  responded  to  by  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  M. 
Trowern,  who  reviewed  very  fully 
the  great  developments  that  had 
taken  place  in  the  Association 
since  its  inception  and  the  Legis- 
lation that  had  been  obtained  and 
also  legislation  that  the  Association 
required. 

The  Sister  Associations  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  W.  J.  Woollard  and 
responded  to  by  B.  W.  Zieman,  of 
Preston,  and  G.  D.  Pringle,  of 
Gue'ph.  Both  gentlemen  spoke  of 
the  mutual  benefit  to  be  derived  by 
the  merchants,  by  membership  in 
the  association,  both  practical  and 
social.  Mr.  Pringle  said,  “ God 
knows  we  have  trouble  enough  with 
our  customers,  without  helping  to 
make  it  for  each  other.”

Mr.  S.  A.  Brubacher  the  active 
Secretary  of  the  Berlin  and  Water- 
loo Branch  was  present  and  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  and  told  the 
merchants  some  of  the  advantages 
that  had  been  obtained  by  the 
organization  in  the  twin  Cities. 

Mr.  James  Eadie,  Provincial 
Organizer  and  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary briefly  addressed  the  meeting, 
and  the  following  officers  were 
elected  : — 

President,  W.  P.  Hurst,  Boots 
and  Shoes. 

1st  Vice-President,  J.  L.  Wilson, 
Jeweller. 

2nd  Vice-President,  Peter  Poole, 
Grocer. 

Treasurer,  J.  Rippon,  Stationer. 

Secretary,  J.  H.  Franks,  Coal 
and  Wood  Dealer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to 
meet  again  on  Thursday  Evening, 
May  26th,  in  the  Town  Hall.  This 
meeting  opened  with  an  excellent 
attendance.  The  newly  elected 
President  opened  the  meeting  with 
a short  and  business  like  address. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting,  and  new  busi- 
ness was  immediately  proceeded 
with. 

For  some  time  past  the  retail 
merchants  have  found  that  the  time 
schedule  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and 
C.  P.  R.  railways  have  been  very 
inconvenient  for  out  of  town  cus- 
tomers, and  after  considerable  dis- 
cussion a resolution  was  unani- 
mously carried  asking  the  manage- 
ment of  both  railways  to  change 


the  time  table  to  suit  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  merchants  and  their 
customers. 

The  question  of  cartage  rates 
was  then  taken  up  and  it  was  the 
unaminous  opinion  that  the  special 
charge  added  to  the  express  rates 
for  hauling  goods  from  the  manu- 
facturers or  wholesalers  to  the  rail- 
way depot  should  be  abolished. 
The  amounts  were  small  but  they 
totalled  up  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  they  considered  that  the 
principle  underlying  the  system 
was  wrong.  A unaminous  resolu- 
tion was  passed  and  ordered  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary requesting  the  Dominion 
Board  to  take  the  matter  up  and 
submit  it  to  the  various  Branches 
of  the  association  so  that  united 
action  could  be  taken  upon  it. 
The  question  of  early  closing  on 
one  half  day  during  the  summer 
months  was  also  taken  up  and 
committees  were  appointed  from 
the  various  sections  of  trade  to 
confer  with  the  members  in  each 
line  and  report  at  the  next  meeting 
as  to  what  the  general  feeling  on 
the  subject  was. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  they 
started  out  with  a membership  roll 
of  sixty  six  members. 

On  the  following  Monday  even- 
ing Mr.  F.  Millman  called  the 
grocers  together  and  a strong 
Grocers  Section  was  formed,  Mr. 
John  Scott  was  appointed  chair- 
man, to  co-operate  with  all 
other  Grocers  Sections  throughout 
Canada-

Mr.  R.  A.  Harrison,  Druggist, 
who  has  done  so  much  work  in 
connection  with  the  drug  section 
of  our  association,  was  unanimous- 
ly chosen  to  take  the  chair.  He 


thanked  the  merchants  for  the

A communication  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Open  Air  Horse  Show,  to  be  held 
in  the  Queen’s  Park,  on  Friday 
morning,  July  1st,  asking  the  mem- 
bers of  the  section  to  take  part  in 
the  exhibition.  The  communica- 
tion was  received,  and  Messrs.  M. 
Moyer  and  W.  Miller  were  appoint- 
ed a committee  to  attend  the  Horse 
Show  meeting,  and  to  take  what- 
ever steps  they  thought  advisable. 
Mr.  Walker  then  delivered  a very 
interesting  and  instructive  address 
on  the  best  system  of  book-keep- 
ing for  retail  grocers.  It  was  list- 
ened to  with  very  close  attention, 
as  he  had  taken  considerable  care 
to  point  out  the  weaknesses  in 
most  systems,  and  he  dwelt  very 
fully  upon  the  necessity  for  keeping 
a purchasing  account  so  as  to  be 
able  to  compare  the  percentage  of 
purchases  to  that  of  sales.  He  ad- 
vised retailers  who  had  a limited 
capital,  and  whose  trade  was  ex- 
panding to  make  their  wholesalers 
their  bankers.  A hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  by  the  meeting 
and  Mr.  M.  Moyer  will  continue 
the  subject  at  the  next  meeting, 
which  will  be  held  on  Monday 
evening,  June  27th.

SOMETHING  TO  THINK 
ABOUT. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties 
our  merchants  have  to  contend 
with,  especially  in  the  smaller 
towns,  is  the  question  of  collec- 
tions, largely  due  to  the  lack  of 
ready  money  among  the  farmers 
and  laboring  people.  In  the  last 
few  years  an  opportunity  has  arisen 
to  improve  this  condition,  which  is 
as  yet  but  slightly  appreciated. 
We  can  best  explain  what  we  mean 
by  taking  for  example  a town  in 
Ontario  of  2,ooo  people.  Three 
years  ago  the  people  in  that 
vicinity  became  interested  in  the 
growing  of  sugar  beets  and  last 
year  the  merchants  seeing  the  bene-- 
fit  to  them  banded  together  to  get 
the  best  possible  results.  They 
formed  a company  to  raise  75  acres 
and  the  farmers  put  in  a hundred 
acres  in  addition,  making  a total 
of  175  acres.  For  this  crop  about 
$9,000.00  was  paid  out  through  the 
local  bank,  and  it  also  furnished  at 
good  wages  work  through  most  of 
the  summer  and  fall  to  the  men, 
women  and  boys  of  the  town.  The 
result  was  that  this  money  was 
nearly  all  spent  in  the  town  and 
the  merchants  were  so  well  pleased 
that  this  year  they  are  raising  150 
acres  and  the  farmers  as  much 
more.  The  gain  to  that  community 
this  fall  will  be  nearly  $20,000.00, 
which  will  go  a long  way  towards 
keeping  the  book  accounts  light 
during  the  coming  winter.  The 
town  we  have  used  as  an  illustra- 
tion is  60  miles  from  the  factory, 
so  what  has  been  done  there  can 
be  done  any  place  within  a shipping 
distance  of  75  to  100  miles.  This 


shows  that,  not  only  are  the  places 
in  which  the  factories  are  located 
benefitted,  but  also  all  towns  within 
a reasonable  radius  where  the  peo- 
ple will  get  out  of  the  old  rut  and 
take  advantage  of  their  opportuni- 
ties. There  are  few  localities  where 
any  other  crop  can  be  raised  which 
will  bring  into  the  community  a 
gross  return  of  from  $50.00  to 
$100.00  per  acre  and  few  of  us 
have  to  be  told  twice  what  the  dis- 
tribution of  that  amount  for  a few 
hundred  acres  of  beets  means  to 
everyone  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  beet  crop  has  in  the  past 
shown  its  ability  to  withstand  either 
drought  or  wet  better  than  almost 
any  other  and  with  proper  care 
gives  a profit  to  the  farmer  of  from 
$30.00  to  $50.00  per  acre.  How- 
ever, space  does  not  permit  us  to 
go  much  into  detail,  but  to  any 
one  interested  we  would  advise 
correspondence  with  the  nearest 
factory,  wnere  full  information  and 
assistance  can  be  had.
